FTER a drive through the 

great resident places of St. 

Louis and while his ccrriage 
was stopped so that he could get 4 
better view of the beautiful churches 
on King’s highway, Archbishop Far- 
ley of New York said:

PLEASES CLUBWOMEN 





They Approve. Suggestion to 
Form Companies for 
Supplying Help. 





Mrs. Alice Peloubet Norton, assistant 
professor of household administration in 
the University of Chicago, suggested to 
the Illinois clubwomen, in session at 
the First M. E. Church in East St. 
Louis Thursday, that the time is com- 
ing when household work will be done 
by business firms organized for that 


purpose. 
The hope that she held out for the so- 


lution of the servant-girl problem was 


that companies would be formed to 
furnish trained persons to do all the 
different branches of housework for 
long or short periods and do the work 
according to business usages. 


Clabwomen Like Plan. 

She said she thought such companies 
would go far toward solving the ques- 
tion. The clubwomen listened with ap- 
parent approbation. 

Mrs. Norton's subject was ‘‘Home 
Economics and the New Education.” 
The new education, she said, sought to 
teach the child what make it-most use- 
‘ful, and omitted that which does not 
deal with present-day conditions. 

Mrs. William A. Blodgett of Cliticago\ 
spoke on “Household Economics,’’ dwell- 
ing especially on new methods and time- 
savings devices. 

Mrs. Andrew Caldwell, chairman of the 
Pure Food Committee, told of the work 
of the committee, and advised the wom- 
en to watch the labels on the food they 
buy and work for the passage of ordi- 
nances requiring the inspection of \nilk, 
meat and other things. 

Miss O’Convor Wit of Convention. 

Miss Kate O’Connor of Rockford is 
the wit of the convention. During the 
session Wednesday afternoon the women 
were annoyed by the noise of passing 
wagons and the pounding of a carpenter 
upon the roof of the church. 

Mrs. George Watkins, president, 
called to the ushers: 

“Close the doors and windows; 
is too much noise.”’ 

“Yes, and haul the man. off. the 
roof,” added Miss O'Connor in a voice 
just tipped with a suggestion of Irish 
brogue. \ 

At another time, while the conven- 
tion, is the greatest educational uplift 
holding its meetings once in two years 
instead of once a year, Miss O’Connor 
arose and said: 

“The annual meeting of this federa- 
tion is the greatest educations uplift 
that the majority of us have, and to 
hold it only once in two years is a long 
time between nourishment.”’

C. M. FORMAN SUE 
HIS: BROTHERS 


Litigation Involves the Estate 
of Former Congressman 
W. S. Forman. 








$4900 IS. CLAIMED 
Plaintiffs Charge C. M. For- 
man’s Property Was Sev- 


eral Times Transferred. 





A suit nvolving the estate of former 
Congressman W. S. Forman and reveal; 
ing a disagreement among his brothers, 
was :.led at Belleville Thursday. Ham- 


ilton A. Forman, president of the Cen- 
tral Nationa¥ Bank, and a member of 
the St. Louis Council, is one of the 
defendants. 

The plaintiffs are Henry Kuhlman, 
James M. Dill, J. W. Alcorn and J. T. 
McClain, who sue as creditors of C. 
M. Forman of East St. Louis. The de- 
fendants are (<. M. Forman, his wife, 
Dora; Mrs. Esther Forman, widow of 
W. S. and administratrix of his estate; 
H. ‘A. Forman, Z. P. Forman and J. 
E. Walker. 

Alcorn alleges that C. M. Forman 
owed him $600, Kuhlman alleges that C. 
M. Forman owed him $2300, Dill gives 
his claim as $1600, and McClain his as 
$600. 

They allege that on Aug. 20, 1907, C. 
M. Forman transferred to W. S. For- 
man property in Washington County, 
valued at. $38,000, and property in St. 
Clair County, IIL, valued at $12,000 
stipulating that W. S. Forman was to 
settle “his (C. M. Forman’s) debts. 

It is alleged that W. S. Forman trans- 
ferred that property to Hamilton A. 
Forman with a_i similar stipulation. 
Then, it is charged, Hamilton A. For- 
tinan transferred the property to Ze- 
nas P. Forman, another brother. 

An allegation is made that W. 8S. and 
Hamilton A. Forman had notice of the 
existence of the claims sued for when 
they entered into the contract to pay, 
C. M. Forman’s debts. 

Hamilton A. Forman said to a Post-., 
Dispatch reporter Thursday: 

‘My brother 
ment with our brother C. M. to settle 
the latter’s debts, but C..M.’s repre- 
sentations relative to the amount of his 
debts were found to be too small. §I 
loaned W. S. the money to pay about 
$20,000 worth of those debts and then he 
quit. I did not agree to settle any 
debts, but took a transfer of the proper- 
ty to protect myself. I am perfectly 
willing to surrender the property when- 
ever I get back the money I loaned to 
W. 8. to pay out for C. M.” 

W. S. Forman was an East St. Lou's: 
lawyer, and politician. He died sud- 
denly last spring while in Champaign, 
Ill., to attend the commencement ex- 
ercises of his son, Hamilton, who was 
graduating in law. 

On the morning of the commencement 
day Mrs. Forman, who was with her 
husband, was awakened by his gasping 
He did not revive. An inquest was held 
and a Coromer’s jury verdict returned 
that he died a natural death, due te 
heart failure. 

Mr. Forman had been under medica! 
treatment for many months. He hud 
a throat affection, caused by smoking. 
His family say the same thing affected 
his heart.

50,000 Tokio Residents in 


Celebration of Crowning 
Event of Visit. 





TOKIO, Oct. 22.—The reception to the 
officers and men of the American battle- 
ship fleet reached a climax tonight. A 
spontaneous eutburst of enthusiasm, in 
which 60,000 persons participated, crown- 
ed the unbroken series of luncheons, din- 
ners, balls and garden parties that have 
marked the five days since the warships 


anchored in Yokohama harbor. 


The people of Tokio did honor to the 
American visitors in a demonstration 
that eclipsed any in the history of the 
city, not even excepting the celebrations 
that have followed the most signal suc- 
cesses of the Japanese army and navy. 

A tofchlight procession, arranged as a 
surprise, was the concluding feature of 
For nearly six hours the prin- 
cipal streets were packed with the pa- 
raders, who numbered upwards of 50,000 
and who found their way through the 
city like a crooked river of running fire. 
Every individual of the vast multitude 
carried a tern and in addition Japa- 
nese and American flags. 

Dozens of Bands of Music, 

At interv were huge illuminated de- 
signs of costly and striking Oriental 
designs. Included in the line were doz- 
ens of bands of music, large and 
small, and a corps of buglers from the 
Jamanese army and naval stations. 

Everywhere the Americans were 
cheered and nowhere was the enthu- 
siasm roused to a wilder or madder 
pitch than when the great procession 
reached the American Embassy.

WAR ON SERVI

Lieutenant Harmuth Certain 
That Hostilities Will Soon 
Break Out, 





Gust. Harmuth. of 3567 Lindell ave- 
nue, lieutenant in the Austrian Army, 
feels so certain that there will be war 
between. Austria and Servia that he is 
holding himself in readiness to return 
to his native land. 

In event of hostilities he is anxious 
to og to the front as a soldier, war cor- 
respondent or artist. : 

Though he has been in the’ United 
States’ only 18 months, he speaks and 
writes English well, having received 
the groundwork of his English educa- 
tion in the Austrian public schools and 
at the military college where he was 
trained to be an officer in the army. 
His last commission, which he still 
holds, was as Lieutenant in the Thir- 
teenth Field Artillery. Besides English, 
he speaks German, Hungarian and Ser- 
vian. He is also a skillful pen-and-ink 
artist. 

Goes Home to Practice War. 
Having served his military term, he 
was permited to come to the United 
States, but is required to return to Hun- 
gary every two years for practice ma- 
neuvers. 

“I believe that Austria woukl be an 
easy victor in a war with Servia,’’ he 
said to a. Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘There 
are thousands of Hungarians in this 
country who would be subject to a call 
o arms if their services were needed and 
most of them would respond. I would 
not wait for the call if I felt that I was 
needed. 

“T believe that the call would be un- 
necessary, as Austria could subdue 
Servia with only a part of her fighting 
force.

Thursday that he has absolutely no con- 
nection with the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
or the North Ameriean Co., or any of 
their officers. 

Mr. Barnsdall, accompanied by G. T. 
Braden, also of Pittsburg, arrived in 
St. Louis Thursday morning to attend 
to various matters in connection with 
their proposed franchise. 

“T have asked for a franchise in St. 
Louls because I have more natural gas 
than I. know what to do with,” said 
Mrs. Barnsdall. ‘I have three times as 
much natural gas as anybody else in 
the country. 

“If I get the franchise I propose to 
sell natural gas in St. Louis indepen- 
dent of any other company. I do not 
know anybody connected with the La 
clede Gas Light Co., or the North 
American Co., and I have had no deal- 
ings with those people. 

Had Pian Years Ago. 

“Several years ago when I wanted to 
pipe natural gas to St. Louis I called 
on Mr. Cowdrey, who was then man- 
ager of the Laclede. I did not bring 
natural gas to St. Louis then because 
the Department of the Interior object- 
ed to me owning 250,000 acres of In- 
dian Territory lands. 

‘It is our present intention to pipe the 
city for the distribution of our gas and 
not to use Laclede mains. Piping gas to 
St. Louis is a big proposition, but I 
think I can have the pipe lines laid to 
the doors of the city in a yéar after the 
franchise is granted, if I get it. 

“IT did not get in with my bill earlier 
because I was figuring on piping my gas 
to Texas. I saw in the newspapers that 
St: Louis was ‘hollering’ for natural gas 
and I decided to try for a franchise. 
knowing if I got it that I would have 
a market, for all of my gas. I propose 
at first to lay a 24-inch pipe line, with 
a daily capacity of 93,000,000 cubic feet 
and to in@rease the capacity as the de- 
mand requires. 


Has Gas Bottled Up. 
“As sooff as natural gas. is put into 


St. Louis there will be a demand for not 
less than 100,000,000 to 120,000,000 cubic 
feet a day. I have millions of cubic 
feet. of gas bottled up now, just wait- 
ing for a market. All I ask is that the 
franchise be given to the company or 
individual who can show the most gas. 

“T am now supplying dozens of towns 
with gas, including Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Topeka, Independence, Joplin 
and others. I have several big com- 
panies now in active business, and do 
not anticipate any trouble in financing 
a project to pipe gas to St. Louis.’’ 

Mr. Barnsdall said he would be in St. 
Louis for the day only. He is a large, 
plain-spoken man, of nervous tempera- 
ment. He was sick last week and could 
not get to St. Louis to attend the public 
hearing on his bill, but he was repre- 
sented by Mr. Braden, who is associated 
with him in the enterprise. 

When Mr. Barnsdall arrived in St. 
Louls he was met with an open let- 
ter from James O. Rodgers, in behalf 
of himself and other grantees named 
in the %5-cent natural gas bill intro- 
duced for him and his associates in 
the Council and now pending before the 
Public Improvements Committee of the 
House. 

Claim of Priority, 

On account of having introduced a 
natural gas bill last February and hav- 
ing made @ campaign for natural gas 
in St. Louls, Mr. Rodgers wants to 
know if he should not, in fairness, re- 
ceive the natural gas franchise, as the 
later bills introduced have offered no 
improvements over his original bill. In 
answering the question in his own be- 
half, Mr. Rodgers says: 

‘The Rodgers syndicate offered this 
great boon to the city Feb. 1& 1908. 

“The Rodgers syndicate was the plo- 
neer. who first blazed the way to make 
cheaper the cost of living for the citi- 
zens of St. Louis. 

“The terms of the Rodgers’ bill and 
the prices which were asked have not 
been improved upon by any of the 
other competitors now in the field. 

No Better Terms Offered. 

“If the other competitors are more 
practical gas men than Mr. Rodgers 
and his associates why have they not 
been able to improve on his bill either 
as to terms or prices? 

“No other competitors appeared in the 
field until September, 1908, after the 
Rodgers bill had been passeq by the 
Council and upon the night when the 
chairman of the Committee on Public 
Improvements of the House of Dele- 
gates had promised he would make a 
report on the Rodgers bill. 

“Should not the Rodgers syndicate, 
which was first to offer natura) gas to 
the city, receive the franchise, or should 
the later applicants receive all the ben- 
efits and advantages of the cafmpaign 
to give the city natural gag which 
campaign was inaugurated ana pressed 
by ths Rodgers syndicate?’

Services Held at What Is Now 
Corner of Second and 
Walnut Streets. 





EERSKINS paid ‘the’ cost of 
[) building the first church in St. 

Louis. The skins were obtained 
from the deer that roamed over the 
ground where the Catholics of the 
city march today to assist in laying 
the cornerstone of their new Cathe- 
dral, 

There was no cornerstone laid for 
the first church, It was built of up- 
right logs. Prior to its erection in 
1768 services were held under the pro- 
tection of a tent, anterior to that in 


the open forest, near where Second 


and Walnut streets now intersect. 
Father Sebastian Meurin was the 
first missionary, coming in a canoe 


from Cahokia, just after the landing 
of Laclede. Father Meurin was ap- 
pointed vicar generdl of the West by 
Bishop Briand of Quebec, and was the 
first parish priest at Cahokia, coming 
there in 1742. He held services in St. 
Louls from May, 1766, to February, 
1769, being assisted by the celebrated 
Father Gibault of Kaskaskia, to whom 
is accorded the honor of erecting the 
first church in the city. 


HE history of the Catholic Dio- 
A. cese of St. Louis has yet to be 
written, particularly that relat- 
ing to its missionary days. What lit- 
tle can be gleaned is conflicting in 
many details. Originally under the 
jurisdiction of Canada, then of Cuba 
and New Orleans, and lastly of Balti- 
more, the records of: the Missionary 
Fethers must be searched before any- 
thing like a chronological sequence 
be given with certainty as to the 
names and dates of its pioneer preach- 
éTrs, 

Paul Keeseran, the church chorister, 
Called the congregation together ev- 
ery Bunday by beating a pestal and 
mortar in front of the church doot 
and they responded to its tones with 
much more alacrity than that accord- 
ed to the chimes of modern church 
bells. 

The Second Church. | 
HE old church proving inadequate, 
Gov. Piernan in December, 1774, 
called a meeting to arrange for 
the erection of a new one. The villagers 
decided to erect a church of white ash 
posts, its dimensions to be 60 by 30 feet. 
The inhabitants were to furnish - the 
wood and other material and to assist 
in raising the heavy timbers, the con- 
tractor to supply the labor. The cost to 
be defrayed by a pro rata assessment 
on every white and black resident over 
the age of 14, except widows and per- 
sons over 60 years old. 

In those primitive days the absence 
of newspapers was supplied by the Sun- 
day gatherings around the church. Here 
all public announcements were made, 
the sale of lands and chattels held, and 
criminals exhibited as a caution and 
warning to others.. Slanderers were 
compelled to make public recantation of 
their untruths in the presence of al] 
assembled. A survival of one of these 
customs still lingers in the sales held on 
the east end of the Courthouse steps. 

The terms of the contract were cried 
out for three successive Sundays in 
front of the church door after high 
mass, and it was awarded to the lowest 
bidder, Pierre Baron, at 1200 livres, to 
be paid in deerskins at current value. 

Baron died before completing his con- 
tract, and the 78 householders of the 
village made another with Jean Cam- 
bus for its finish at 1480 livres, to be 
paid in shaved deerskins of current 
value, the increase indicating that labor 
was early on the increase here. 

Before the building was finished the 
first church bell in the territory was 
erected on a scaffold beside the church. 
This bell may be seen in the rooms of 
the Missouri Historical Society. 

This church was built during the min- 
istry of Father Valentine, the first resi- 
dent priest, serving from 1772 to 1775. 
From the end of his term to 1776 Father 
Hilaire officiated occasionally. 

Bernard de Limpach, described as a 
man of great zeal and apostolic curage, 
was the next pastor, his pastorate last- 
Ing for 13 years, from May, 1776, to No- 
vember, 1789. In 1776 he built the first 
Parochial residence, which was also paid 
for in .peltries. , 

Bernard's successor, Ledru, remained 
ontil 1793.. Pierre Joseph Didier had 
charge to close of 1799, when Pierre 
Joseph Jarien came, remaining until 
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received. 
Made St. Louis a Diocesan See, 

OUIS DUBOURG, attached to the 

Diocese’ of Baltimore, was ap- 
pointed in 1812 Administrator of 
Louisiana. At the request of its citizens 
in 1814 Bishop Flaget of Kentucky vis- 
ited the town and administered the first 
confirmations here and baptized ‘three of 
Gov. Clark's children. 

Dubourg was consecrated Bishop of 
Louisiana at Rome in 1815. Hie was the 
first to urge the crehktion of St. Louis as 
@ separate see. Not succeeding in his 
efforts, on his return in 1818 he made 
the city his official seat and began the 
erection of its first cathedral, for which 
he received many donations in Europe, 
and a number of sacred relics which 
made it one of the most interesting 
shrines~in the country. 

It was a brick build » 4 fe 
width by 135 in depth, nid choke ok Pe 
west side of Second street between Wal- 
nut and Market streets. 

Bishop Dubourg was noted for his 
learning and owned the largest: library 
west of the Mississippi. He founded 8t. 
Louis University, and the first orphe.n 
asylum in the city. In 1923 the church 
got into financial troubles and 27 trus- 
tees were appointed to sell part of the 
church square, sufficient to raise the 
$4500 required. Dubourg resigned in 1824, 
going to France, where he was made 
Archbishop of Bensancon, where he died 
in 1833. 


Chicago Once a St. Louis Parish, 
HE Rev. Joseph Rosati, who in 
1823 was made coadjutor to Du- 
bourg, in 1826, when st. Louis 
was made a separate see, became its 
first Bishop. In 1830 he began the erec- 
tion of the present Cathedral in Walnut 
street. 

In 1833 he received a request from a 
number of families residing, they state, 
“in a town commonly called Chicago,” 
for a priest to minister to them. He 
sent the Rev. John M. St. Cyr, who es- 
tablished the first parish in Chicago, St. 
Mary’s. In later years the second, third 
and fourth Bishops of that city, Van de 
Velde, O'Regan and Duggan, were for- 
merly pastors in St. Louis. 

The diocese of St. Louis then em- 
braced Missouri,” Arkansas, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Kansas, Dakota, Ne-

This territory today, is the site’ of 
eight archbishoprics,: and 40 bishoprics.

Cradle of Western Catholicity. 
ETER RICHARD KENRICK, in 
1841, was consecrated coadjutor to 
Bishop Rosati. At the later’s 
death,. in 1843, he assumed direction of 
diocesan affairs. When the Bishopfic, 
in 1847, 
he became its first Archbishop. 

During his encumbency rapid strides 

were made in the advancement of 


Catholocity in the West. Few prel- 
ates in any church can claim the hon- 
or of consecrating so many bishops 
for new sees as belonged to him. 

He introduced the Christian Broth- 
ers in 1849. and in the samé year 
fcunded the seminary that bears his 
name. He edited the first magazine 
published west of the aero. 

Under his auspices April 28, 1871, 
the St..Louls Cathedral Building As- 
sociation was incorporated with the 
following trustees: Archbishop P. R. 
Kenrick, Bishop P. . Ryan, Rev. 
Henry Muhlsiepen, James H. Lucas, 
Henry S. Turner, Joseph O'Neil, John 
Withnell, Nicholas. Schaeffer, H. J. 
Spaunhorst, J. B. Ghio, Bernard Crick- 
hard, M. B. Chambers, Julius S. Walsh, 
John Byrne, B. and S. Sleven, James 
Maguire, Joseph Garneau and Charles 
Pp. Snouteae. 

The site then selected for the new 
Cathedral was city block 915, Chest- 
nut, Pine, Twenty-second and Twen- 
ty-third streets. which was secured 
by the meth ycgk!

ANOTHER FOR THE WORLD|>:s 
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Accidental Discovery Six Months After Sporting 
Man’s Death, Reveals Mystery and 
_ Brings Widow a Fortune. 





SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—The dis- 
covery made by Katherine De Mott that 
her late husband, with whom she hud 
lived for More than twenty years, 
knowing him as Joseph De Mott was 
really Joseph Ordish, an eecentric sport} 
ing man, has created a sensation here. 
Ordish died suddenly several months 
ago. 

To the world he was Ordish; to his 
wife he was. De Mott. With this discov- 
ery came news that he had left an es- 
tate worth $60,000 in New York and also 
a grown daughter of whose existence 
the woman had hitherto no knowledge. 

The dual life was quite in accord 
with the characteristics of the man. 
Whatever his motive, he carried it to 
the grave. To the world he was as 
much a mystery as he was to his wife. 
None knew where he lived or anything 
of his previous history. As Ordish he 
acted as bookkeeper for Harry Corbett, 
sportsman; then he-vanished to appear 
before his wife as De Mott. Even at 
the funeral his closest friends, seeing 
Mrs. De Mott dressed in mourning, did 
not. know her as his widow. They had 
never seen her nor heard of her.. Even 
then she did not know that the real 
name of the man whose body was being 
lowered into the grave was Ordish. 

Six menths after the funera] she went 
to the office of the public administrator 
to ask about the estate of Joseph De 
Mott, and was then that no such 
estate existed. A few days later, while 
going through Ordish’s personal effects, 
one of the deputies found a letter ad- 





dressed to Joseph De Mott. The 





woman's visit was recalled and she wa« 
hunted up. A few days later the exist- 
ence of an estate in New York was 
brought to light. 

Mrs. De Mott has put the case into 
the hands of Attorney Theodore Roche, 
and negdtiations for a settlement are 
now under way.

Experiments With Many Ma- 
chines to Be Made at 
Morris Park. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Aeronautic in- 
ventors and investigators believe that 
in his monoplane, now at Morris Park 


for a practical test, C. W. Williams of 
Richmond Hill has a machine which 
will prove a revelation in stability, if 
snot in. speed. 

The greatest point in favor of the 
Williams machine is its stability. It 
has the appearance of an enormous 
parachute, and Williams asserts that 
in case of accident in mid-air it would 
act as one, and settle gently to the 
ground without damage to airship or 
aviator. This action would be due first, 
to» the unusually large sustaining sur- 
face and the air spaces between the 
four separate planes. which dompose it, 
and, second, to the low point at which 
all the weight of machinery and opera- 
tor is suspended. Williams says that it 
is impossible for his machine to turn 
over, and if this proves by actual ex- 
perim@nt to be a fact, one of the great- 
est dangers of aerial navigation will 
havé been ‘overcome. 

Sustains Pound to Foot, 

While the spread of the planes in the 
Williams machine is 30 feet, the frame- 
work on which the canvas is stretched 
constructed to fold back on itself 
when the machine is not in use, mak- 
ing the monoplane much less cumber- 
some than one with fixed planes and 
more easily handled on the ground. 

The whole sustaining surface of the 
four planes is about 600 square feet 
and. the weight of the machine, with 
the operator, is about 600 pounds, mak- 
ing the sustaining preportion about 
one pound to the square foot. This is 
considerably lower than any other aero- 
planes in practical use. 

Leased Park for Experiments. 
The Aeronautic Society of New York 
’ is the only organization of the kind to 
provide grounds for aerial experiments. 
It has leased the old Morris Park race 
track for a year, and has given a gen- 
eral if®vitation to all experlmenters to 
bring. théir machines to the park for 
trial,

| T was in a meek and contrite frame 


of mind that I approached Mer. 

Falconio after a frank criticism of 
my work and that of illustrators in 
general by Archbishop Glennon.

The Woman’s Sphere. 
WANTED his eminent opinion to 
] add to the diversified expressions of 
what constitutes woman’s sphere in 
the world. 

“The Catholic Church has settled the 
question for itself as to woman's posi- 
tion. Her highest sphere outside her 
church is her home,’ he said. 

“That wotld seem to mean that you 
think a woman should marry as soon 
as possible, for after reaching an age 
of independence, unless she has decid- 
ed upon some definite aim, she is likely 
to drift. How young do you think she 
should be?” I inquired. 

“That depends upon climate and coun- 
try and customs. In warm climates I 
have noticed that women mature earlier 
and should marry earlier, as it is nat- 
ural. In some societies where women 
are carefully guarded: and kept from 
becoming acquainted with the world, 
they are not inclined to marry so early, 
and shouldn't. 
Thorough Acquaintance Necessary. 
dé MAN and woman contemplating 

A marriage should know each other 

thoroughly. Hasty marriages are 
one of the chief causes of divorce, which 
is so deplorably common in this country. 

“The Catholic Church is doing its ut- 
most to right this evil by publishing 
the bans and instructing young people 
in the responsibilities and obligations of 
married life. — 

“No, I don’t think financial conditions 
should have so great consideration as 
othersthings, in judging a couple's fit- 


| ness to marry. 


‘“Phis discontent with financial condi- 
tions ‘is a national one and unreason- 
able in this prosperous country. The in- 
dependent government is a great biess- 
ing and privilege which is abused. In 
Europe the poor are as happy, it seems 
to me, as the rich. 
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they make such a mistake they shoul 
abide by it. Marriage is a sacrament, 
not a temporary agreement. \ 

“The Catholic Church does not meet 
divorce. The church endeavors to pre- 
vent unhappy marriages by education 
before it is too late. 

Worldly Knowledge Doesn’t Count. 
=! T doesn’t matter how much knowl- 

edge of the world a woman may 

have—the more knowledge and 
experience she has the more surely will 
she realize that she can have no higher 
sphere than her own home. 

“And I think if she merely attends to 
her husband’s and children’s wants ani 
welfare, keeps house and minds her own 
business, she will be happy.”’ 

The veherable prelate speaks with the 


of years. Listening to him a woman 
could never question his advice, for he 
tempers his observation to humor many 
of the traits of human nature whicn 
we are sometimes taught are failings 
and faults. 

For he isn’t only a churchman—he is a

Members of 
the party, with dogs and sledges, at- 
tained April 24, 1900, a JAtitude 86 de- 
grees 33 minutes on the sixty-fifth par- 
allel of longitude, or 239 statute miles 
from the North Pole, making a record 
as the furthest point north reached by

But secrecy ought to be as fatal as exposure, 
because it is confession that tainted money is in 
the party treasury. 

The great trusts and protected interests which 
turn governmental favors into millions of spoils 
taken from the people’s pockets are willing to pay 
a huge percentage of their millions of profit to 
retain the million-producing privilege. The cam- 
paign corruption fund depends wholly upon privi- 
lege and secrecy until after the election. After 
the battle has been won by secret contributions, 
the privileged interests and their allies can laugh 
at the duped voters. 

This year the issue, which embraces other vital 
issues, is publicity for campaign contributions— 
the cutting out of the secret corruption fund by 
which the great robber interests hope to retain 
their robber privileges. Corruption ends with the 
attainment of that object. 

In Democratic publicity contrasted with Repub- 
lican secrecy Mr. Bryan has the strongest possi- 
ble .plea for the support of the plain people. It 
ought to make the majority unpurchasable by 
any amount of slush funds.

The proposed Fifth Amendment to the State 
Constitution provides for discontinuing the State 
property tax, and providing home rule and local 
option in taxation. 

‘This is effected by a separation of the sources 
of State and local revenues. The general property 
levy will be discontinued, while the counties and 
cities may subject to taxation for local purposes 
the real and personal property within their juris- 
diction and may exempt any class from taxation, 
wholly or in part. The State will secure its reve- 
nue from the exercise of its general taxing power, } 
by license and the like, or by apportionment. to 
the counties and cities. The State is given pow- 
er to select any special subject of taxation, with- 
draw it from local taxation and apply the proceeds 
to State purposes. 

The advantages of this reform is that inequali- 
ties among the different cities and counties will 
be removed. The State Board of Equalization has 
found it impossible to remedy these inequalities of 
the counties as regards local expenses. Some 





counties have completed their improvements and 


desire to reduce the burden of taxation. Others 
are only beginning or are in the ,midst of an 
expensive scheme of improvement, and therefore 
need large revenues. To “equalize” in such cir- 
cumstances is impossible. If this amendment is 
carried, each county will raise what revenue it 
needs without regard to other c<'znties. The whole 
subject will be within its own control.

You no doubt remember the 
circles that made their appearance on 
the surface of the water, with the spot 
where the stone fell for a center? Well, 
waves in the air made by a sound, like a 
musical note, for instance, are very 
much like those in the water, and these 
waves are the vibrations I was referring 
to. Now, this middle C here, as I strike 
it, causes a certain number of vibra- 
tions in the air to take place. The note

above it causes more, and the note be- 
low it less.”’ 

“How many does C cause?” asked the 
professor's wife, ironically.

PHYSICIAN who has made a spe- 
clalty of insomnia advises those 
who are afflicted with it in its 
earlier stages to Sleep with a pillow 
under the feet and nothing under the 
head.

Jan Pouren Committee Sends 
a Petition to Roosevelt 
Asking Precedent.

ALL A PLOT, THEY SAY 








Peasant Called a Criminal 
Merely to Open Way for 
Extradition. 





NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—A gigantic pe 
tition, containing 70,000 signatures, sent 
to President Roosevelt represents an up- 
rising in the interest of humanity by 
the people of the United States. The 
petition requests the President to refuse 
the demand of the Russian Government 
for the extradition of Jan Janoff Pour- 
en, a political refugee. The names 
signed come from 43 states in the union, 
and represent people of many nationali- 
ties and degrees of wealth and intellect. 

The work of obtaining this great num- 
ber of names has been done since Aug. 
15, chiefly under ‘the direction of Jewish 
residénts of the city, and is for the ben- 
efit of a poor and—until the present time 
—unknown Deasant. 5 

‘Jan Pouren first became known to the 
public in this country through the news- 
papers at the pveginning of the present 
year, when proceedings for his extra- 
dition as a criminal were begun by the 
Russian Government. -It was on Aug. 14 
that United States Commissioner Shields 
deci¢ed against Pouren. who up to that 
time had been and still is imprisoned in 
the Tombs. After the decision of the 
Commissioner a stay of proceedings was 
granted and work which resulted in this 
remarkable petition was immediately 
begun. 

300 on Defense Committee. — 

‘The Pouren Defense Conference was 
formed with delegates rrom 300 differ- 
ent societies, of varying interests, and 
an Executive Committee, of which Dr. 
David Blaustein was made chairman, 
Dr. Paul S. Kaplan, treasurer; Dr. M. 
Gutewitch, recording secretary, and 5. 
Rosenbluth corresponding secretary. 
Herbert Parsons is chief counsel for 
Pouren. He is assisted by S. O. Pollock 
and Prof. I. A. Hourwich. 

The committee appealed to the public 
in the name of humanity, stating their 
belief that, through the Pouren case, 
the Russian Government was endeavor- 
ing to establish a precedent which might 
result in the extradition to Russia of 
political refugees now to be found’‘in all 
parts of the United States, particularly 
in this city. 

The committee began by appealing to 
the newspapers of the country, churches 
of all kinds, and issuing to them its lit- 
erature, with copies of the petition to be 
presented to the President. The litera- 
ture included a stenographic report of 
the ‘Fecond session of the Imperial Duma 
in which are detailed the inquisitorial 
tcrtures inflicted upon the prisoners of 
the Baltic provinces, from one of which 
Pouren comes, and tells of the flog- 
ging of Pouren’s 8-year-old daughter to 
force her to tell,of her father’s where- 
abouts. There was also a statement of 
Pouren’s case to show that he was a 
revolutionist and not a criminal, as al- 
leged by the Russian Government. 


All Nationalities Respond. 


‘We have received -returns from all 
over the country,” said Dr. Kaplan, 
“signatures and money, even from Can- 
ada, where they have also asked to be 
allowed to sign our petition. We had 


Ito tell them that their names would 


effective. There have come to 
us letters from Spaniards, Italians, 
Finns, Swedes and Poles from remote 
parts of different countries where we 
could not make out the languages, and 
have had a dozen different interpreters 
deciphering them. 

“One poor Italian wrote that we had 
his sympathy, but he had been out of 
work se long that he could not send us 
money. We have had contributions as 
small as 25 cents, and a letter has just 
come from a pe r Chicago woman send- 
ing us $1. he stubs of our receipt 
books show sums recetved from $1 up to

“The interest in the petition has come 
not enly from sympathy with Pouren as 
a man, but because we believe that in 
this case the Russian Government will 
establish a dangerous precedent. There 
is no doubt that Pouren is a revolu- 
tionist and not a criminal. If he were 
the latter we would assist in sending 
him back to Russia. He is a plain peas- 
ant, a Lett from the Lettish districts of 
Ivonia and Courland, where there was a 
revolutionary uprising in 190% in which 
he took part. 

Others of Organization Here. 

“He belongei to a revolutionary mili- 
tary organization known as the “Forest 
Friars or Brothers of the Wood.” I 
have a letter from 12 other Letts; now 
in Boston, \.ho were with him durin 
the revolution, and are willing to testify 
to help him if necessary. They did not 
wish to do so unless it was imperative 
age of their own fear extra- 

“Tt might seem at first that the at. 
tempt of the Government to extradite a 
simple nt from a comparatively 
unknown community would have no 
significance; but every Russian realizes 
that, the prececent once established, 
thousands of people in this country may 
be sent back to Russia to unknown 
tortures. The Government in this coun. 
try believes that prisoners should re. 
ceive a fair trial, but how can the 
influence the Government in Russia? 
It is a question of free political asylum 
for which this Government stands. 

“Our work has excited the interest 6f 
people of all classes and of = races, 
as our petition shows. As sent to the 
President it was carefully classified in 
‘States, the States into cities, and the 
Rfansificd according’ to: thelr peofeasiees

still pending against Lord Northcliffe 
(Alfred Harmsworth) in consequence of 
his attack three years ago on the pro- 
jected Soap Trust, although it is said 
that he has already paid $1,250,000 dam- 
ages. The Lever Bros., who sought 
to form the trust, and to whom he has 
paid $250,000 for the libels published in 
the Daily Mail and the Evening News, 
are now suing his Glasgow newspaper, 
the Glasgow Record, for $250,000 dam- 
ages.

Clasped in the child’s hands when she 
was found were a photograph of her fa- 
ther, taken as he lay in a casket after 
his death, a plain gold band ring and the 
letter for her mother. 

Barred Windows and Doors. 

Before she turned on the gas the girl 
fastened all the windows, locked all the 
doors and made it impossible to .gain 
entrance to the Lenhardt home on the 
third floor of the tenement through the 
front door by placing one end of an iron 


| pipe against the inside of the door and 


the other end against a wall. 

The girl had been punished for slight 
thefts before and it might have been 
the fear of further punishment, her 
mother says, that led her to kill herself, 
She had not been ill-used, said Mrs. Len- 
hardt. 

A report sent to the mother by her 
bchool teacher showed that the girl had 
been absent from her studies 12 half 
days is the last six weeks.
